JULY WAS A NREAKER,

More Land Sold Last Month Than in
Many n Whole Year,

‘“There's a great  object lesson in
prosperity,’” snld an official of the Unlon
Pucific road, ns he pointed to an array of
figures representing the land sales made by
the land department of that road during the
month of July. It showed that from the
main office 89,266 acres of land in Wyoming,
Colorado, Utah and Nebraska had been dis-
posed of to fifty-two persons, and the sub-
ofMces reported the sale of 16,8406 acres, most
of which was located In Kansas, with ooe or
two strips in Colorado, to fifty-three persons,

“This July report,” said Mr. Lynch of the
Union Macific land department, *'is a record-
breaker and represenis the sale of more land
than s .usually the volume of business in
an entlre year. The number of persons who
have purchased the land Is another encourag-

tho future. A number of the parcels of land
disposed of represented ranches, others were
bought for farming purposes, and the largest
acreage contalned In any one sale did not
exceed 8,000 acres."”

Susitnining an Trade Mark,

An Interesting decision was renderod last
Friday by Jude Townsend In the United
States clrenit court In this district in the
cinse of the American Waltham Wateh com-
pany againgt Joseph H. Sandman. Complain-
ant Is thoe well-known manufacturer of Wal-
tham watches at Walthom, Mass. From
the opinfon it appears that complainant
since 1864 hos sold nearly 8,000,000 watch
movements, all of which, with few excep-
tions, have borne the name “Waltham."
Thut originally the name Waltham was
used In a geographleal sense, but that, by
long-coutinued u it has acquired a mec-
ondary meaning i a designation of com-
plainant’s watches;, that In 1805 one E. A.
Locke, for whom the defendant was the
sole selling agent, began the manufacture
of watches at Waltham under the name of
Columbla Wateh company: that said Locke,
who was not a resident of Waltham, stated
that he should locate his husinegs thers
boecause the word “Waltham' had come 1o
be known all over the world through the
watches made hy the complainant, and
“becanse the word ‘Waltham' would sell a
watch.” The opinion states further that
the watches made by the sald Locke and
gold by the defendant, which were usually
marked “'Columbia Watch Company, Wal-
tham, Mauss.,” were stamped with much
higher numbers than the amount actually
manufiactured called for, &0 as o suggest,
together with the name Waltham, the older
and original manufacture of watches mnade
by the complainant. The complainant asked
that the defendant be enjoined from using
the word “Waltham'™ upon watches sold
by him without some accompanyving state-
ment clearly distinguishing them from the
watches monufactured by the complain-
ant. Judge Townsend, after quotlng and
approving the decision in the corresponding
case of Amerlcan Waltham Watch com-
pany against United States Wateh company
in the Massachusetis supreme court, grants
complainant the injunction prayed for, bas-
ing his decislon upon the ground that the
conduct of the defendant and of hils princi-
pal was a violation of the law agninst un-
fair trade and was Intended to deceive and
defraud the public and to deprive the com-
plainant of the trade and good will to
which it was entitled.
